THE LIMIT OF SPEED BY 8TEAM. 

Au Engineer Saya It la In tke Man 
and Not In the Locomotive. 

“I read a piece the other day/’ said ao 
old locomotive engineer, “in which a 
New Orleans railroad man said that 150 
miles an hour was one of the possibilities 
of future travel. I venture to disagree 
with him, and I'll tell you why. Ha 
doesn’t take into account the human 
machine in the cab. I don’t doubt but 
they will build engines that can stand a 
150 mile gait, but they can’t build the 
engineers. 

“On a fairly good roadbed one notices 
very little difference between 25 and 50 
miles an hour. I mean the strain on the 
nerves Isn’t very materially increased, 
but anything above that limit is the pace 
that kills. The sensation is simply inde¬ 
scribable in words. It seems to jar every 
separate fiber in the body, and the ten¬ 
sion is so terrible that one is apt to feel 
the effect for days. The average man 
can’t stand many spurts at even 05 miles 
an hour, let alone 150. He comes out of 
such an ordeal ‘all broke up,’ and jumps 
when he hears unexpected noises, like a 
hysterical woman. My own theory is 
that the effect is produced mainly 
through the sight. You have to look 
straight ahead, hut at the same time you 
see the things whizzing pnst on both sides 
out of the tail of your eye, and it is as if 
something had hold of the optic nerve 
and was pulling it out like a rubber band. 
That’s a pretty clumsy explanation, but 
it’s as near as I can come to it. Many’s 
the time I’ve staggered when 1 got up 
from my seat in the cab. 

“That thing of staring straight ahead," 
continued the engineer, ‘‘is bound to get 
on any man’s nerves in the course of 
time, particularly during night runs. One 
sees queer things, and I’ve had some 
scares in my life that would have turned 
my hair as white as milk if hair really 
turned white that way. The worst trou¬ 
ble Is with shadows. It’s no uncommon 
'Tllmg for a bird to flit across the head¬ 
light and throw a shadow down the track 
as big as a box car. Of course it’s gone 
in an instant, but in just that heartbeat 
sHie nerves have been given a shock that 
they may not recover from in a week. 
I’ve had that happen to me several 
times. I would be tearing along at a 55 
or G(L,mile clip, when all of a sudden 
someuiing big and black would loom out 
of the dark night between the rails and 
not four telegraph poles ahead. Next 
second I would know it to be the shadow 
of a bird, but as far as I was concerned 
the mischief was already done. I had 
had a vision of sudden death and a 
sledge hammer blow on every nerve cen¬ 
ter in my system.

London, Feb. 28, 8.08 p m—The War 
Office has received the following despatch 
from Lord Roberts ,— 

Paardeberg, Feb. 28—OroDje, \ftith his 
family, left here yesterday, in chargo of 
Major-General Pretty man and under the 
eRcort of the City Imperial Volunteers and 
Mounted Infantry. 

Later in the day the remaining prisoners 
went in charge of the Earl of Erroll, and 
escorted by the Gloucestuwand a hundred 
Imperials Volunteers. The women and 
children are being sent to their homes. 1 
understand the greatest dissatisfaction was 
felt by the Boers at Cronje’s refusal to ac¬ 
cept my offer of safe conduct to the wonmn 
and children and medical care for the 
wounded, 170 of whom are now in our hos¬ 
pital. Very many of them are in a ter¬ 
rible plight for want of care at an earlier 
stage. 

I inspected the Boer’s laager yesterday, 
and was much struck by the ingenuity and 
energy with which the position was made 
almost impregnable to aepault. 

London, Feb. 27 —The War Office has 
received *be following despatch from Lord 
Roberts : 

Paardeberg, Feb. 27.—In a very success¬ 
ful attack made by the Royal Canadian 
Contingent on one of the enemy’s trenches 
ibis morning. Major Pelletier was 
wounded, eight men were killed, and 29 
men wounded. 

Paardeberg, Feb. 27, 1.05 a. m.—General 
Cronj*', oommander of the Orange Free 
State army, has surrendered uncondition-* 
ally to the British forces unde? Lord 
Roberts, and is now a prisoner in ithis 
camp. 

Cronje sent an officer, through the 
British lines at dawn this morning with a 
flag of truce. The tfficer said he had a 
message for the British general command¬ 
ing. He was taken to Lord Kitchener, to 
whom he said Cronje was willing to surreu 
der, having found his position nn'enable, 
and only defeat and capture in prospect of 
continued lighting. He' wished to avoid 
useless shedding of blood, and to save his 
women and children. He requested that 
they be given safe conduct. 

ALL TROOPS AND ARMS. 

Lord Kitchener granted the request as 
far as the women and children were concer¬ 
ned, but requested the surrender of all 
troops and all arms. To this Cronje agreed. 

The Boer commander at once left his 
laager, escorted by half a dozen officers,

CONFORMATION OP THE DAIRY 
COW. 

The types of dairy and beef cattle 
are well illu^trated by the Shorthorn 
cow and th* Holstein. One is almost 
square, in tbs form o r a parallel, giam, 
wi.h th* ability to lay on l arge qu in i- 
thvs o>f ilesh, but not necessarily a, 
large, producer of m, lk. The oihor Is 
wedge-.>hape, thin, lays o-n bui little 
fi.^h, bui devotes all her energiis to 
i ho mnnuiect ure of m lk and butter 
fh . Thj( valuaj of a cow depends up¬ 
on a nui.i&'r of things, pr» minent 
among which are the temperament or 
the tendeuey tc*turn food into milk 
solids.

The 
general appearance of the animal is 
al»o an indicaiion of the constitution. 

In Lulls, prepotency is the ch.el con- 
sidera.ion, and ihis is especially true 
in tho dairy breeds. It jte dif.icult in 
perceive and aLso dlf icult to describe. 

I Some animals have it in a high degree. 
It i,s the ability to impress upon t lie 
prodigy t he animal’s own strong 
points. Pr* potency is Indicated by a 
strong, resolute bearing, vigorous ap- 
pearamoe and abundant nervous ener¬ 
gy. 

The value of a dairy oorw indicated 
by her general oonformaj Lon. Thi*. is 
not an absolute guide, but it is tlie 
best wiC' liave and does not often fail. 
Beginning with the head, she must 
liave a good muzzle, with wide nos¬ 
tril,-. •which indicate a large lung pow¬ 
er. 6rain power Ls necessary, as’it.is 
tbo .scat of nervous energy, and the 
nervous system is an important fac¬ 
tor in th» production of milk. She 
should be long from the eye to the 
top of i ha pall, th?o full eye result it,g 
in a dishy Lace. The neck should be 
thin with a strong connection where 
ih' backbone joins the head. The 
baidcbun. -hould be large, with deep 
piece-ses on the back and plenty of 
space between them. The* withers 
should be loan and sloping. The pel¬ 
vic arch of all high grade' cows has 
been high. The barrel should bu 
large and. full, as this indicates great 
^digestive capacity. If the cow posses¬ 
ses all these indications of a good 
milker she may e-ven then prove a 
failure unless she is well cared for, 
k *p in a clean stable, given plenty of 
pure lair, whole-ame foods, and no ex- 
pji-ed to cold rains during the winter.

Such works an 
generally very extensive, for long tun¬ 
nels have to be dug if they are to .bi 
used effeotively. and fuse trains laid 
and always with the understand^ 
that the enemy may not use the roat 
which is moat carefully and diligently 
prepared. But when all roads ar< 
prepared some damage must surely b< 
done, unless the advancing army ii 
forewarned and takes such measure!

INEXCUSABLE DISCRIMINATION. 

The railway commission proposal 
has received further attention this 
week, and no better evidence of the 
necessity of effective action and that 
with no undue delay, could be pro¬ 
duced, than the figures quoted by Mr. 
Campbell, of Kent. He said that last 
year the rate for flour for export from 
Toronto to Montreal, 334 mile9, was 
H 1 . cents per hundred pounds while 
from Chicago, 500 milos further west, 
to the same sea-port the rate was only 
lifteen cfents per hundred pounds. At, 
rhe same time from Guelph, Galt, 
Stratford, and other outside milling 
c litres, the charge to Montreal was 
1 j cents per hundred pounds more 
than the rate from Chicago. Last 
year too, the Americans could send 
Hour from Detroit to Montreal for 
export, for lli cents, or three cents 
Itss than the Toronto millers had to 
pay. It is not necessary to point out 
how injurious such discrimination is 
to the Canadian export trade, or how 
greatly its abolition would stimulate 
the business of the Dominion. Tnere 
can be no question that it is time to 
provide a remedy for this conditition 
of affairs. 

Tlffc FRANKING PRIVILEGE. 

Last week ir referred to an inquiry 
made in the House respecting the 
alleged abuse of franking privileges by 
members of the government, and on 
Thursday afternoon the Opposition 
had the assurance to reintroduce the 
matter and nearly the whole sitting 
was wasted in a by no means profit¬ 
able diacusssion. There is no doubt 
in the world that franking privileges 
of qiembers and Ministers have, to put 
it, mildly, been construed by both 
1 arties in the most liberal manner, 
but as Mr. Fraser of Guysborough 
pointed out, when there is a doubt as 
to the meaning of a law the recognized 
prodeduro of the courts is to endeavor 
to ascertain what was the intention of 
thoho who framed it ; and he showed, 
much to the amusement of the House, 
the extremely generous way in which 
the lato government construed their 
own Ordei-iu-Council for the beneiit 
of themselves and their friends. Con¬ 
siderable ingenuity was displayed by 
the Opposition in their endeavor to 
wriggle from beneath the charge, that 
for the eighteen years of their admin¬ 
istration, and for every month of each 
of those years, they had, knowingly 
and grossly, abused their privileges in 
this respect. There was no pretence 
o i the part of the government that the

'opponents, but tuat such simiiiar 
action had occurred since the present 
administration took office, was denied, 
and abundant proof produced in 
support of that denial. It would how¬ 
ever be more edifying to the country 
and in better keeping with the dignity 
of parliament, if all hands were to 
adopt Mr. Fraser’s suggestion, and 
mutually agree on a more strict inter¬ 
pretation of the law in future.

They are not effective, nrfd the best in¬ 
formed men iu the running down of 
criminals believe, that they do harm and 
quickly expose the man who is attempt¬ 
ing to operate a case. 

“The men of the secret service of the 
government frequently clothe themselves 
to suit the vicinity and the people among 
whom they are at work. For instance, 
if a man is at work in an agricultural 
vicinity and among people who would 
suspect the attire of a well drefcsed per¬ 
son, ho does not wear the best clothes 
or linen which has been tinished by Chi¬ 
namen or a steam laundry. IIis attire 
is in keeping with his situation and cir¬ 
cumstances. He may let his heard grow 
long and become careless in keeping his 
clothes dusted. If ho is at work in a city 
among Italians, for instance, he deports 
himself iu -such a way as to keep from 
advertising himself as a defective of the 
government. If he did not, lie would 
be unable to acquire information from 
the class of people who were perpetrat¬ 
ing the violations of the laws of the 
United States. Everything depends on 
tho necessities of the case, but under no 
circumstances would we permit an op¬ 
erator of the bureau to bother with such 
cheap articles as wigs, false faces, mus¬ 
taches and the like.”—Washington Star.

WEIGHT OF AMERICAN COINS. 

Veltekl* Information For Persons 
Who Handle Mach Specie. 

The weights of American coins are Im¬ 
portant things for auy one to know who 
has the handling of auy great quantity" 
of coin, for weight is one of the best 
ways to detect counterfeits. It is very 
difficult for counterfeiters to get the 
weights of their spurious coins exactly 
in line with the legal weights of the gem 
uiue coins. 

The weights of American coins now in 
circulation are as follows: • 

Gold Coins.—The $20 gold piece, or dou¬ 
ble eagle, weighs 510 graius; the $10 
goldpiece, or eagle, weighs 258 graius; 
the $5 goldpiece, or half eagle, weighs 
129 grains; the $3 goldpiece (authorized 
Feb. 21, 1853„ and discontinued Sept. 20, 
1890) weighed 77.4 grains; tile $2.50 gold- 
piece, or quarter eagle, weighs 04.5 
grains, and the $1 goldpiece (authorized 
March 3, 1849, and discontinued Sept. 
20, 1890) weighed 25.8 grains. 

Silver Coins.—The silver dollar weigh¬ 
ed originally 410 grains, and then it wus 
reduced to its present weight of 412.5 
grains. The trade dollar (authorized 
Feh. 12, 1873, and discontinued Feb. 19, 
1887) weighed 420 graius. The silver 
half dollar weighs 192.9 grains; the “Co¬ 
lumbian” silver half dollar weighs 192.9 
"grains; the common silver quarter dollar 
weighs 90.45 grains; the “Columbian” 
silver quarter dollar weighs 90.45 grains; 
the silver 20 cent piece weighed 77.10 
graius (authorized March 3. 1875, and 
discontinued May 2, 1878); the silver 
dime weighs 38.58 grains; the silver half 
dime (authorized April 2, 1792, discontin¬ 
ued Feb. 12, 1873) weighed first 20.8 
grains, then changed to 20.025 grains 
and finally to 19.2 grains, and the silver 
8 cent piece (authorized March 3, 1851, 
and discontinued Feb; 12, 1873) weighed 
first 12% grains and then 11.52 grains. 

Nickel Coins.—The 5 cent nickel piece 
(75 per cent copper and 25 per cent nick¬ 
el) weighs 77.10 grains; the 3 cent nickel 
piece (authorized March 3, 1805, and dis¬ 
continued Sept. 20, 1890) weighed 30 
grains (75 per cent copper and 25 per 
cent nickel); tho 1 cent nickel piece (au¬ 
thorized Feb. 21, 1857, and discontinued 
April 22, 1804) weighed 72 graius (88 per 
cent copper and 12 per cent nickel). 

Bronze or Copper Coins.—The old fash¬ 
ioned copper cent (authorized April 2, 
1792) weighed first 204 grains; it was 
then changed to 208 grains, then to 108 
grains, and its coinage was discontinued 
Feb. 21, 1857. The copper (or bronze) 2 
cent piece (authorized April 22, 180*1, and 
discontinued Feb. 12, 1873) weighed 90 
graius (95 per cent copper and 5 per cent 
tin and zinc); tho present copper cent 
was authorized April 22, 1804, and 
weighs 48 graius, of which 95 per cent is 
copper and 5 per cent tin and zinc; the 
copper half cent (authorized April 2, 
1?92, and discontinued Feb. 21, 1857) 
weighed originally 132 grains; then it 
was changed, first to 101 grains and final¬ 
ly to 84 grains.—Burton T. Doyle in 
Leslie’s Weekly.

WHISTLING BUOYS. \ 

Valuable Aide to XnvigntlonNind He¬ 
im! rent Keep Them Iti Tune. 

One of the most interesting aids to nav¬ 
igation is the whistling buoys. There are 
several of them off tlie cape, nnd their 
dull, hoarse groauiug may often be heard 
for miles. 

They are clumsy affairs of steel, rang- I 
ing in length from 50 to 55 feet, with an j 
air tank shaped like a pear about 10 feet 
high and 0 feet in diameter from which j 
an 18 Inch pipe 20 feet long protrudes. j 

These buoys may be seen at the light- | 
house department storehouses on Dia- t 
mood island, where buoys of all kinds 
and shape are kept ready to be placed 
over some rock dangerous to navigation 
or to replace any which may be damaged 
or adrift. 

This long pipe which runs down into 
the water is what furnishes the power 
for the whistle. 

When the buoy is in ihe water, the roll¬ 
ing of the waves up through the pipe aud 
the pressure on the air in the tank forces 
it out through the whistle, and the well 
kiuAvu dismal sound is the result. 

Whistle buoys in different ports of the 
coast are given a different pitch in order

' A deecpetoh from London, 
day, cays :—Accounts of the priva¬ 
tions of those. who were besieged in 
Kimberley are beginning to arrive. 
Numbers of people from Kimberley 
are now flocking to the Modder river 
camp. The worn ;if and children are 
weak from their sufferings duiing 
the siege, whioh, according to the 
Daily Chronicle’s correspondent, riv¬ 
alled that of Paris. For sixty days 
horseflesh was the daily diet of the 
inhabitants of the town. All meat 
had been consumed and the horses 
were” starving. Those which died 
from starvation were seized and de¬ 
voured by the Kaffirs. 

It was after the lioers brought up 
their 100-pounder that tho siege be¬ 
came worst. This gun had a range of 
8 miles, and it was placed at Kam- 
fersdam, four miles distant. It pound¬ 
ed with segment and shrapnel shell 
doily. 

IWOMEN AND CHILDREN 
were killed in this ugly bombardment 
even those living in excavations. Those 
burrows afforded security against or¬ 
dinary artillery, but not against-the 
lXXJ-poumler.

IOSTAGE ON LETTERS. 

Mr. Beattie brought up the question 
of excess postage on letters coming, 
from South Allies,. It appears that 
when letters come from South Africa 
with insufficient postage, the receiver 
Ln-eompelled to pay double the short¬ 
age. Mr. Beattie* thought that, under 
all- the circumstances, this charge 
should not Be made. In his opinion it 
would be better if such letters were 
carried free. 

Mr. Mulock replied that the agree¬ 
ment of the Postal Union, whiqh in¬ 
cluded most of the countries of the 
world, called for this double charge 
when letters were insufficiently 
stamped. The object of this rule is to 
induce people to put enough stamps 
on letters in the first place, because 
each country in the union retains 
whatever amount it collects. The 
Government has instructed postmas¬ 
ters not to make the double charge in 
future on letters from South Africa, 
but to collect only the amount of the 
actual shortage. ♦ They do not feel 
jus iiied iu goiu& farther without the 
consent of Cape Colony, which, for pos¬ 
tal purposes, was a separate coun¬ 
try. The Government was new in 
communication with Cape Colony on 
the subject. 

FELLOW LABORr 

Mr. Mclnnea introduced respecting 
labor in mine*. Mr. Mcinnes typifies 
the British Columbian unlagonism to 
yellow labor. He has a bill to increase 
the entry tax on Chinese and Japanese 
and this bi.l, also, though it has to go

General Cron Jo's rofusal to accept 
the offer of Lord Roberts regarding 
the women and children, indicates 
either that the position Is less 
deepens to than has been supposed 
or that he has been able to dig an 
absolutely safe place for them.

Probably the majority of people sup¬ 
pose that the observatories obtain the 
oorreot time from the sun. When the 
average man wL Jiee to give his watch 
the highest praise he says, ^4t regu¬ 
lates the sun,” not being aware that 
a watch which woulA keep with the 
sun around the year would have to be 
a.i bad as Captain Cuttle’s.

West vs Benjamin. 

Mr. L. L. Lazier, local master handed 
out judgment on Friday last in the long 
pending suit of IVest vs. Benjamin in 
reference to the partnership account of 
Connolly, Benjamin & Co. under judgment 
of supreme court delivered Dec. 1898. 
The master finds that the plaintiff is en¬ 
titled to over 10,000. Neither party seems 
satisfied with the judgment. The plaintiff 
complains that the master has not allowed 
goods amounting to upwards of 4700, 
which went to hardware merchants, etc., 
to pay for contra accounts of the firm and 
accounts of Connolly & Son and J. C. 
Connolly, and of the individual members Of 
the firm ; and tha^, the master only 
allowed 0 per cent interest on amount in 
defendant’s hands at settlement—some 
44,000 — when defendant was charging 
plaintiff 8’per cent compounded. And that 
the master only allowed 0 per cent interest 
siuco dissolution, November 20th, 1890, 
on other amounts, when these were 
received by the defendant contends that 
the master has incorroctlv interpreted the 
scope of the supreme judgment. Doubtless 
there will be au appeal. This has been a 
most bitterly contested piece of litigation 
from the commencement. The first settle¬ 
ment of accounts included the basiness 
amounting to 480,000. Mr. Benjamin was 
banker of this firm and of Connolly & 
Benjamin, jyhich was carrying on con¬ 
currently very extensive lumber, railroad 
ties, railroading and mining operations. 
No cash book waa kept before January, 
1883. Mr. Connolly sold out to Mr. Ben 
jatnin in 18S5. Mr. West’s firm dissolved 
in November, 1890. This action was 
begun ih November, 1895, and the trial 
took place in December 1897. Books of 
Connolly & Benjamin were burned by the 
defendant af that trial. The litigation has 
been most expensive throughout. There 
have been accountants on the books for 
ij/ionths at a timfe. Deroohe & Madden for 
plaintiff, W. Sf Herrington for defendant.
